Dreyfus to 
His Enemy 



Prisoner Menaces Former Min 
ister and Is Wildly Ap- 
plauded. 



Mercler Hissed and Cursed and 
Denounced as a Human

Former President of France In- 
dlgnantly Repels Accusa* 
tions Against Hirn. 



By Associated Press. 

Reunes, Aug. 12. — The curtain rose to- 
day on the same theatre-like scene as 
Monday, with the judges in uniform, 
seated on the stage, and every inch of 
court room occupied in expectation of a 
sensational scene. There were more la- 
dies present than on Monday. The per- 
son known as La Dame Blanche (the 
white lady), who has attended every 
move in the Dreyfus affair, was again 
present to-day, wearing a superb set of 
pearls, hut owing to the expressed objec- 
tions of Col. Jouauste, she changed her 
conspicuous place, on the right of him, 
for a modest hut still noticeable posi- 
tion in the body of the hall. There was 
a large sprinkling of uniforms among the 
audience, and a row of soldiers with fixed 
bayonets again ranged at the bottom 
of the hall and rendered honors in cus- 
tomary manner to the judges as the lat- 
ter entered and left court. The proceed- 
ings opened tamely, and hopes of a sen- 
sational sitting began to lag as the morn- 
ing wore on, and matters began to get 
tedious as M. Oasimir-l'erier and Gen. 
Mercier reiterated what was already 
known, hut this was only the calm be- 
fore the storm, and when the storm 
broke it carried every one in court witli 
it into a whirlpool of the wildest ex- 
citement. 

The former President of France, in a 
loud and distinct voice, repeated the evi- 
lence given before the court of cassation. 
He leaned, while speaking, against the 
witness rail, and referred to a scrap of 
paper held in his hand. AVitness read 
the text of a despatch received by Count 
Von Minister Ledenburg, German am- 
bassador at Paris, from Prince Hohon- 
lohc, German Imperial chancellor, which 
tlie Cornier communicated to M. Casimir- 
1 "crier, during a visit to the Blysee pal- 
ace. It ran: 

''His Majesty, the Emperor, having ev- 
ery confidence in the President of the 
Republic and tlie government of the Re- 
public, begs Your Excellency to tell M. 
Casimir-Perier it is proved that the Ger- 
man embassy was never implicated in 
the Dreyfus affair. His Majesty hopes 
the government of the Republic will not 
hesitate to declare so. Without a for-

M, Casimir-Perier then recounted how- 
he had expressed to tile then premier and 
minister <<( war his astonishment and 
indignation at the interview which Cnpt. 
Lcbniu-Renaud gave the Figaro on the 
subject of Dreyfus. Witness then told 
if Col, Picqunrt's visit to the Elysee at 
the time of the trial in 1894, to inform 
him that M. Bertillon's declarations bad 
little effect on the judges. He added: 
"I received M. Bertillon's declarations 
December 14 and IT), at tlie instance of 
the minister of war, who thought his 
declarations very curious, interesting 
and conclusive, but I must confess," said 
M. Oasimir-l'erier, amid a general titter 
in court, "that I judge them differently." 
lie added: "All that was done and said 
among tlie ministers was dime without 
my knowledge." Witness then related 
the facts in connection witli the futile 
effort of M. Waldeck-Rousseau to pre- 
vent tlie first court martial sitting be- 
hind closed doors, and said witness never 
received any member of the Dreyfus 
family. M. Casimir-Perier concluded 
this part of his statement by raising his 
voice and speaking very excitably, say- 
ing: "For tlie honor of the chief magis- 
tracy which I occupied, and for the 
honor of the Republic, I will not allow it 
lo he said that I exchanged a word 
with a captain in the French army ac- 
cused of treason." This statement cuus- 
ed applause in court, which Jpuauste 
speedily suppressed, threatening to clear 
tin' hail if there was any repetition of it. 
Many people in the court room thought 
M. Cusimir-Perier somewhat theatrical 
in his utterances, as he had turned and 
delivered them as much to tlie audience 
as to the court. The former President 
thus ended his statement: "I a til r in, he- 
fore this tribunal of soldiers, my resig- 
nation was not connected with a diplo- 
matic incident concerning Germany, it 
pains me to be able to second the court 
in the work of justice confided to it, for 
from this place I must emerge at last 
for the sake of country, reconciliation 
and pence. I can do no more than tell 
the truth, the whole truth, nnfl nothing 
hut the truth. As chief of state or when 
a citizen I have always, in my respect 
for FrnncCj regarded her as free to make 
a decision. (Applause, which was quick- 
ly suppressed). 

Various questions were asked M. Cas- 
imir-J'erier by the assistant judge and 
M. Demang'e, on the subject of Oapt. 
Lebrmi-Reiiftud's statement that Drey- 
fus had confessed to him, and the wit- 
ness said emphatically that lie had never 
had from Cnpt. Renntld any such con- 
fession in the visit to him. Me added 
that .he -was not. prepared to deny that 
he never told Cnpt. Dehrun-Renaud to 
communicate the acknowledged confes- 
sion, hut he affirmed that Itenaud did 
not speak of it to him.

London, Aug. 12.— It is but a. short 
step to the momentous reference to the 
Transvaal 'in the Queen's speech at the 
prorogation of parliament, and by Mr. 
Chamberlain in the Commons, to a de- 
claration of war, and it needs no sooth- 
sayer to interpret the explicitly declara- 
tion that the Transvaal must submit to 
the demands of the British, or accept the 
consequences. 

It is impossible to accept the sugges- 
tion of Mr. Michael Davitt and T. P. 
O'Connor, Irish Nationalist members of 
parliament, and others, that the minis- 
ters are merely conducting a game of 
bluff, und it may be taken for granted 
that, failing the acquiescence of Presi- 
dent Kruger to their demands, they mean 
to compel acquiescence at the point of 
the sword. 

The Capetown correspondent of the 
Daily Mail says: 

"I learn from a prominent ex-reformer 
that the Transvaal government has pre- 
pared warrants for the arrest of promi- 
nent reformers, whenever the condition 
of affairs at Johannesburg provides an 
excuse. The Uitlanders will lie held as 
hostages the moment trouble arises." 

PRODIGIES IN ARGUMENT. 

Their Performances Before Recent Ar- 
bitration Tells Against That Form 

of Proccedure, 1 *• 

London, Aug. 12.— The Times in an 
editorial this morning on the Venezue- 
la boundary arbitration complains that 
the proceedings are unnecessarily pro- 
tracted, and expresses a fear that the 
example thus set will operate to pre- 
judice the arbitral mode of settling dif- 
ficulties. It says: 

"Unfortunately this is a too common 
drawback to international references. 
Witness also the Delagoa and Bebring 
sea cases. If the system is not to 
break down tribunals must, exercise a 
free hand in discouraging the prodigies 
of physical energy in which modern ad- 
vocates are too prone to indulge." 

GERMANY AND THE POWERS. . 

Somoa Not of Sufficient Importance to 
Cause a Quarrel. 

Berlin. Aug. 12.— Samoa is occupying 
n good deal of attention, aud the press 
is full of comments. The Kreutz Zei- 
tung says the Samoa question is not an 
object of sufficient importance for Ger- 
many to make it a critical point of her 
policy, but it is an otijeet whereby she 
can measure how far political solidarity 
is feasible with England. 

The Cologne Gazette, however, in an 
inspired article, ridicules the notion thnt 
Germany is making enemies of all the 
powers over every trifling difference. The 
paper claims the agrarians stir up the 
trouble with the United States, in order 
to render it impossible to form commer- 
cial treaties, and thus forward their own 
selfish ends. 



STRAINED RELATIONS. , 

Berlin, Aug. 12.— Germany's relations 
with Austria-Hungary arc the theme of 
much newspaper comment this week. 
Political circles regard the relations be- 
tween Germany and Austria-Hungary, 
despite the continuing of the new alli- 
ance, as having ceased to be really inti- 
mate.

How the Name of Mabel Achiev- 
ed a Run of Popu- 
larity. 



Gossip of the Soldier-fvlusicians 
Soon to Visit 
Victoria. 



There cecum here shortly nn event of 
historic and national interest from n 
Musical view point, because for the lirst 
time will ho heard in this city the 
■Jusie of an English military band. Eng- 
land's crack organization, the British 
Guards hand, led by the most distin- 
guished bandmaster the annals of Eng- 
land have ever known — Lieut. Dan God- 
trey— arrives here soon. Lieut. Godfrey 
has led the music of the British. Axmy 
for forty years as conductor of Her Maj- 
esty's Greuadier Guards, which is th 
first regiment of infantry in the Queen's 
«ervice. He is Queen Victoria's favor- 
ite bandmaster, and has received many 
honors from her royal hand, including 
the Jubilee Medal of 1887 and the Dia- 
mond Jubilee Clasp of 181)7. He is a 
life-long friend of the Priuce of Wales, 
for^'whose marriage he ■ composed the 
"Guards" waltz, and is a prominent of- 
fice-bearer and founder of one of the 
most notable Masonic lodges in the 
world— the Household Brigade lodge, of 
which the Prince of Wales is Worshipful 
Grand Master and Lord Skelmersdttle is 
L). W- G. M. 

The members of the bund have all 
served in the crack Guards regiments, 
and many of them wear medaJs for 
bravery on the battlefield, one member, 
Thomas Brady, trombone soloist, having 
no fewer than four. The soloists of the 
band are the finest in England, aud in- 
clude F. L. Kettlewell, the premier eor- 
netist in Great Britain; E. 8. Redfern, 
the most notable tlute player in the 
British Isles; and Thomas Byrne, a re- 
markable drummer aud xylophone play- 
er, who gives a solo iu which he plays 
no fewer than twelve different instru- 
ments. 

Of all the older composers and con- 
ductors Lieut. IDau Godfrey is alone ac- 
tive and vigorous to-day. Like Johann 
Strauss, Dan Godfrey has been com- 
posing music for the last half century, 
but unlike Strauss, who is on his death- 
bed, Godfrey belies his sixty-six years, 
aud with hair and moustache still ruddy, 
with firm step aud alert vigor, he is still 
the "Garter King of English Bandmas- 
ters." 

Among the brat known of his waltzes, 
-which are now almost classic and found 
in every musical exercise book, is the 
"Mabel" waltz. Older people will re- 
member the wonderful vogue of this 
waltz. At the time it was written Lieut- 
Godfrey, says that there were not twenty 
sirls of the name of Mabel in the whole 
of England, and he took the title out of 
a dictionary of girls' names. The popu- 
larity of the waltz was such that it mad'' 
the name of Mabel popular, and it is 
now on its wane as a baptismal name 
because it has become of too common 
■use. The waltz came out to the United 
States, and had n great run in this coun- 
try. American ingenuity wanted to find 
words to fit its catchy air, with the re- 
sult that "Mother, May I Go Out to 
Swim" was devised. The tune of the 
"Mabel" waltz has been used for years 
in variety theatres to fit any new song 
or amusing words requiring a tune, and 
it is safe to say that no dance music had 
a wider or more world-wide popularity. 

The present tour of the band through 
the "United States has witnessed many 
interesting evidences of the good-feeling 
now existing between the two groat peo- 
ples of the Anglo-Saxon race. 

To the music of tne "British Grena- 
diers" the Fifth Massachusetts Regi- 
ment marched up Bunker Hill in Bos- 
ton the other day led by Lieut. Dnn God- 
frey and his British Guards band. It 
wa3 a unique scene, recalling how oyer 
a century ago the red-coated English 
soldiers had marched down that same 
hill under far different circumstances 
than amidst the cheering and the ap- 
plause of the thousands gathered on 
Boston Common. 

This was only one of the many instan- 
ces of international good feeling which 
has marked the progress of the most fa- 
mous or English bandmasters and his 
rod-coated Guardsmen during their tour 
of America, the first note of which was 
struck at the White House before Pres- 
ident McKiuley. Splendid ovations have 
greeted the English soldier-musicians 
everywhere, and tho enthusiasm has been 
equally divided between the personalities 
of the war-scarred medal-marked de- 
fenders of Her Majesty, and the magni- 
ficent melodies which they have been 
producing. It was of Lieut. Dan God- 
frey and his hand that the New York 
Herald said: "The band opened the eyes 
and ears of the audience to U new and 
unexpected world of music."

meat as alleged, and he asked that the 
letter, which was published by the Eclair 
of Paris, should be produced in court, 
and the whole matter be cleared up. 

Col. Jouauste then asked Dreyfus if 
he had anything to say. Thereupon 
Dreyfus arose, and accompanying his 
utterances with his right hand, said: 

"My words have certainly been dis- 
torted, for I have no recollection of such 
a letter. The words of the former Pres- 
ident of Prance, just uttered, are ex- 
act. I have never, even in my own 
mind, supposed there was any engage- 
ment of the kind made by him aud he 
had not held thereto. 1 can well un- 
derstand the indignation of M. Casiinir- 
1'erier, but such nn idea never crossed 
my mind. Will you allow me to explain. 
M. Beinauge had asked me at the time 
of the trial, in convoying to Count M. 
Wnldeek- Rousseau my request fur a 
public trial, that this publicity should he 
on condition that the question of the 
origin of the documents remained se- 
cret. I gave my word of honor not to 
raise this question, and that I bowed 
before my superiors iu the country. In 
my mind it was not with the President 
uf the Republic that the word of honor 
was given. I never had an idea that 
an engagemenl was made between the 
President and myself, never, never." 

"Then you declare false thesC letters 
in which you said the President of the 
Republic entered into certain engage- 
ments with you?" 

Dreyfus replied. "In any case, the 
sense has been completely distorted." 

M. Casimir-Perier gave his evidence 
with a blanche, 1 face, hut in the deter- 
mined tone of a man who means every 
word uttered, which inspired confidence 
in his words. The members of the court 
martial listened to him respectfully. 
When his testimony was ended M. Casi- 
mir-Perier was conducted buck to his 



the same good faith to admit it and I 
will do all in human power to repair the 
frightful error." 

The prisoner then shouted :"Why dou't 
you do it then." At this there was an- 
other burst of applause. General Mer- 
cier, after a pause when the excitement 
had partially calmed, said: "Well no, 
my convictions in 1S94 have not 'suffer- 
ed the slightest weakening. It is forfeit- 
ed by the deepest study of the dossier, 
also by the inanity of the means resorted 
to for the purpose of proving the inuo- 
cense of the condemned man of 1804, in 
spite of the evidence accumulated ami in 
spite of the millions of money expended." 

Col. Jouauste then said: "Have you 
finished ?" 
General Mercier replied: "Yes." 
Cid. Jouauste then announced that the 
session of court martial would be resum- 
ed on Monday morning. M. Casimir- 
Perier thereupon arose and said: "Af- 
ter the deposition of General Mercier, 
I shall ask the court to hear me, and 1 
would prefer it to be in confrontation 
with him." 

I The announcement caused a sensa- 
tion. 

! Then followed a thrilling demonstra- 
tion against General Mercier. As he 
turned to leave the court the audience 
arose en masse and hissed and cursed 
him, those at the hack of the court 
standing on chairs and benches, The 
gendarmes placed themselves between 
the General and the audience, which 
showed a strong disposition lo maltreat 
the former minister of war. General 
Mercier was ushered out of the court 
room through a side door. On emerging 
into the street the crowd outside cheered 
the General and cried "S'ive l'Armeo!" 
"Ah," cried a spectator of the scene in 
court, "if they had heard the human 
monster speak they would not cheer him 
now." 

One newspaper man in court was ar- 
rested for calling General Mercier us 
he passed by him n murderer, but later 
on the man was released. 

Dreyfus was hurried out by the gen- 
darmes, who immediately cleared the 
court room. 

Dreyfus listened to General Mercier's 
pitiless arraignment this morning nr>il 
he approached the end of his deposition, 
with a sphinx-like rigidity of features, 
hut watching Mercier like a cat watches 
a mouse, and when at last his feelings 
obtained the mastery and he sprang to

Mercier then enter- 
ed Into an explanation tending to prove 
Schwartzkoppen was at the head of the 
(ierman espionage in Prance. Iu the 
meantime Dreyfus watched Mercier 
1,.- . thr, nigh his eye-glasses, but apparently 
quite unmoved, The witness who dis- 
played the deepest interest was M. Casi- 
mir Perier. Sealed in the front of a 
row of private seats he leaned forward 
with his hands on his knees, except when 
he became very excited, anil he lifted his 
hands up in nn expressive gesture of 
disgust or impatience. Mercier, who had 
his back to the former president, saw 
nothing of this, but after he had com- 
pleted his testimony and reiterated all 
the charges contained in the bill of in- 
dictment, Mercier presented a document 
in ho read by the cleiK, which proved to 
be (he alleged Dreyfus letter concern- 
ing the engagement entered into with 
Casimir Perier, which the latter had 
so hotly denounced. The last breath 
had hardly left the clerk's lips when M. 
Casimir Perier jumped up and shouted, 
"That's the letter I read in the news- 
papers." Gen. Mercier startled, turned, 
round and muttered excuses, saying he 
did not believe a president of the Repub- 
lic would enter into such nn engage- 
ment. To this M. Casimir Perier re- 
torted in a tone of tlie bitterest snrcasm, 
"Thank you, General, for this testi- 
monial." 

At the end of his evidence Gen. Mer- 
cier said he believed that the only mo- 
tive of Dreyfus was that he had no feel- 
ing of patriotism. This cruel utterance 
brought forth hisses from the audience, 
whose 'blood had been sent up to fever 
boat by the witness's savage attacks on 
Dreyfus. Gen. Mercier, not hooding the 
hisses, terminated with remarking: 

"If tho least doubt crossed my mind 1 
would he the first to declare it to you 
and say before you, 'Capt. Dreyfus, 1 
am mistaken, but in good fnith-' " 

Then Dreyfus electrified his hearers. 
He Jumped to his feet as though tho 
words had galvanized him into new 
life, and shouted with a voice which 
sounded through tho hall like a trumpet 
note, "That is what you ought to say." 

The audience hurst into a wild cheer 
whereupon the ushers called for silence. 
General Mercier then stammered: "1 
Would come and say Capt. DreyfuR I am 
mistaken 5a good fnith, and I come with 



before the terrible look Dreyfus threw 
at him, and stood aghast wondering 
whether the prisoner was going to spring 
upon him. 

Col. Jouauste and the other members 
of the court martial had in the meantime 
risen and seized tho two men, while the 
court rang with the cheers of the spec- 
tators. Though the General was cheer- 
.. the crowd Outside of the court, 
uone of them had witnessed the scennjn 
court or listened to Mercier's weak 
brief. Moreover, the inhabitants of Bon- 
nes have always been Anti-Dreyfnsards. 
Counter shouts of "Vive Republique" 
nnd "Vive la Justice" were raised by 
those leaving the court room, but the 
gendarmes quickly cleared, the streets 
On both sides and dispersed the crowd.

AN EXCELLENT OPPORTUNITY. 

The people of New 'Westminster have 
au excellent opportunity afforded them 
<hy the vacancy now existing in their 
representation in the provincial legisla- 
ture. All over the province there is a 
general consensus of opinion that a new 
departure in British Columbia politics 
is much to be desired Without with- 
drawing anything which it has said in 
(favor of the policy pursued by Mr. Tur- 
ner, the Colonist admits that a proposal 
to restore the Turner regime would not 
meet with a favorable response from the 
people. The reason for this cannot be 
easily defined, but the feeling exists jmd 
must be taken into account in any future 
political plans. The objection is not to 
Mr. Turner, nor to any members of his 
administration personally. It is rather 
that Mr. Turner and his associates are 
regarded as representing conditions that 
. existed in British Columbia ibefore rc 
cent progress so completely altered the 
position of the province. New people 
have come in until they form a majority 
and they were easily persuaded that they 
were not being fairly treated by those 
who had the reins of power. No greater 
injustice was ever done to public men 
than was done to Mr. Turner and hi 
friends, who were actuated by a pro- 
gressive and non-sectional spirit, as the 
legislation passed under their auspices 
proves beyond controversy. To-day there 
are no people in British Columbia pre 
pared to do more for the formation of a 
policy, which will advance the interests 
of the whole province, and a party able 
to carry that policy into effect, than Mr. 
Turner and those who have been associat- 
ed with him in politics. No persons ap- 
preciate more fully than they do how 
the province has outgrown the conditions 
which called them into existence as a 
party and created the late opposition and 
present government party. Every argu- 
ment against what the opponents of the 
late administration called Tunnerism ap 
plies with equal force against the pros 
ent government party and its policy. 
The province has outgrown the old is- 
sues. In illustration of what we mean, 
mention may be made of the fact that 
before the election of 1898, the Colum- 
bian insisted that the real question bo- 
fore the people was the redistribution 
act passed eight years previously. The 
opposition assaults in the .session of 
IS'.IS were simply a repetition of the same 
things that had been wrangled over for 
more than a decade. When Mr. Turner 
introduced a broad and comprehensive 
policy in keeping with the demands of 
the new British Columbia, he was met 
with moss-grown objections, to which ef- 
fect was given as soon as the present 
government came into power. So we 
nay that while the province may not do- 
sire a return of the old Turner regime, 
it still less desires a continuation of the 
reactionary policy for which the old op- 
position stood and the present govern- 
ment party stand as champions. The 
pcopie desire a new departure. 

That now departure can be given by 
the people of the old Mainland Capital. 
They can begin a new era in our provin- 
cial politics. The defeat of Mr. Hender- 
son will mean the resignation of the gov- 
ernment, and this will certainly be fol- 
lowed by a complete change in the 
alignment of our public men and the for- 
mation of a new party, which will repre- 
sent nil that is progressive and valuable 
in the province. Some peoyl? oaV who 
will be the leader of this new party. This 
question is premature. We do not think 
it desirable that any one should be an- 
nounced or should announce himself as 
the leader of the new. government. The 
people themselves will choose the leader, 
not by vote, but by the. unmistakeable ex- 
pression of public opinion. The question 
of leadership may easily be given too 
great prominence, Given a strong and 
united party with the voters behind it, 
and the titular leader is a matter of 
secondary consideration. 

The defeat of Mr. Henderson will 
cauuc an immediate rallying of all the 



beat elements of the people for the for- 
mation of a new government, which will 
give British Columbia what is so much 
needed, a policy that will be closely in 
touch with the needs of the prov- 
ince, that will not hesitate to discount 
the future to a reasonable extent, that 
will restore confidence and bury section- 
al and personal issues beyond' the hope 
of resurrection. If the vacancy were in 
Victoria, we should urge the' voters of 
this city to seize the opportunity for 
this purpose and know that they would 
gladly respond. But the chance luis 
fallen to New Westminster, and for this 
reason we appeal to the people of that 
city not to let it pass by unimproved. 
But the movement must originate in that 
city. It will receive encouragement and 
sympathy from every part of the prov- 
ince, but to be of any real value^ it 
must be distinctly and emphatically a 
New Westminster movement for better 
government. 

What we have called the best elements 
of the people, by which we mean all who 
are sincerely desirous of advancing the 
interests of the province as distinguished 
from those of any particular clique, are 
only awaiting a signal to unite and make 
their influence felt. The defeat of Mr. 
Henderson will give the needed signal. 
It may .lie taken for granted that in such 
an event Mr- Semlin would hand his res- 
ignation to the Lieutenant-Governor, 
suggesting to His Honor the name of 
his successor. It is a matter of no im- 
portance whom Mr. Semlin might in such 
a case suggest. Whoever he might be, 
he would be compelled by the condition 
of politics to take counsel with the repre- 
sentatives of the people and other repre- 
sentative men outside of the legislature. 
If he should prove to be a man accepta- 
ble to them, he would form a govern- 
ment. If not, he would retire and re- 
commend the Lieutenant-Governor to 
call upon some one who would he ac- 
ceptable to those to whom the new min- 
istry would look for support. This new 
leader might or might not be a mem- 
ber of the legislature. After that would 
come the appeal to the people, either at 
the bye-elections of the now ministers or 
at a general election, if that should be 
thought desirable. 

We have treated this matter at some 
length because we are convinced that 
too much stress is laid upon the question 
of leadership. Wo have the utmost 
faith in the good sense of the people, 
when once their attention is concentrat- 
ed -upon any desired object, and we have 
very little use for schemes that are 
hatched in holes and corners. Public 
opinion all over the province demands a 
change and the installation into office 
of a ministry in which the people will 
have confidence, and what the Colonist 
is laboring for is to secure an expression 
of that opinion in some form. This can 
bo given by the people of Now Westmin- 
ster, but we repeat that to have any 
true value it must be the spontaneous 
expression of that city. 



IMPORTANCE OF CO-OPEUATION. 

Mr. Shallcross at the meeting of the 
council of the Board of Trade last week 
pointed out that although the trade of 
Victoria is holding its own and is in- 
creasing at a rate calculated to make 
business men feel that they are making 
some progress, it is not gaining in pro- 
portion to the business of the whole 
province, and particularly not in propor- 
tion to that of Vancouver, nor is it gain- 
ing as rapidly as it might. Il is very clear 
that if we do not keep pace with the 
province as a whole, after a while our 
city will have to take a much less promi- 
nent place than it now occupies, and 
this is something that none of us want 
to see. 

The remedy doubtless lies in the co- 
operation of our business men. The C. 
P. X. Company, which has meant the 
expenditure of such a vast sum of money 
in this city, was I he result of co-opera- 
tion of business men, at a time when 
Victoria was not nearly as strong finan- 
cially and commercially as to-day. Would 
it not be well to continue this co-opera- 
tion, and extend it to cover a wider 
range of subjects V We submit this 
thought for the consideration of the busi- 
ness community. 

Several very important subjects require 
to be dealt witli at an early day. One 
of them is the question of better trans- 
portation. There ought to be complete 
harmony of action between all interests 
to secure what is needed in this way. 
There is much wealth in this city, as 
much business ability as in any other 
place of like population, .and we believe 
as much spirit, if means can only be 
found to arouse it. What seems to be 
needed is a long pull, and a strong pull, 
and a pull all together. 



Jacobs takes issue with ,him on this 
point, and claims that we must look to 
Asia Minor for people of the same orig- 
inal type as the Jews. He protests 
against the claim that the Arabs are 
a pure race, because, as he alleges, for 
twelve centuries the Arab race has been 
perpetuated by intermixture of the orig- 
inal blood with that of slaves taken in 
war- and placed in the harems of their 
conquerors. On this point Dr. Jacobs 
would seem to have much the best of 
Professor Ripley. Most people will also 
be inclined to accept his claim that it is 
to history rather than to skull measure- 
ments that we must look for proof of the 
racial unity of the Jews. 

He tells us that there is practically no 
proof of intermarriage between Jews 
and Gentiles since the beginning of the 
Christian era, and lie says that the most 
painstaking search can only discover one 
hundred cases in all Europe during the 
Middle Ages. Statistics of the Jews in 
Algeria show that in a population of 
25,000 people there is not more than an 
average of one such marriage a year. 
Nor does Dr. Jacobs admit that prose- 
lytism has had any considerable influence 
upon the purity of the race. The two 
instances of proselytism on a large scale 
are those of the Chozars in Russia and 
the Falashas in Abyssinia, both of which 
took place in the eighth century, but he 
points out that the descendants of these 
people, though accounted Jews, do not 
exhibit the racial characteristics. This 
brings Dr. Jacobs to the consideration 
of the Polish Jews, who now form a ma- 
jority of the race. He denies that the 
Polish Jews are descended from the 
Chozars, and claims them to be emi- 
grants from Germany, who found their 
way into Poland about the twelfth cen- 
tury. They number about five millions 
actually residing in territories once pos- 
sessed by Poland, besides a large number 
scattered elsewhere in the world. He 
says that fully half a million of them 
have landed in America during the last 
twenty years. Tracing the increase of 
the Polish Jews during the last four hun- 
dred years, he claims that it is not nec- 
essary to suppose that they numbered 
more than 25,000 during the fourteenth 
century in order to explain their numer- 
ical strength to-day. It is estimated that 
in 1730, that is, six generations ago, 
there were not more than 300,000 Jews 
in the world. Now they number fully 
twelve millions, a remarkable increase, 
for which there is no modern parallel. 
This is attributed to the small mortality 
among Jewish infants, and this is ac- 
counted, for by the absence of alcoholism 
among Jewish men, and the great care 
taken of their children by Jewish moth- 
ers. 

We think that Dr. Jacobs has much 
the best of the argument throughout, 
and that lie establishes not only that 
the Jews are Jews, but that they con- 
stitute a race of marvellous vitality. 
When we consider the terrible persecu- 
tions to which they were subjected 
through so many centuries, the marvel 
seems to he that the race was preserved 
at nil. Something more than a religious 
instinct is necessary to account for the 
existence during long centuries of perse- 
cution of a race so easily distinguishable 
from all others. If there has been mis- 
cellaneous intermarrying, as Professor 
Ripley suggests, it is inconceivable that 
the Jews as a people would not long 
ago have disappeared. Another thought 
is suggested by Dr. Jacobs' arguments. 
If in six generations the Jews have in- 
creased 000 per cent., they arc in a 
fair way to become the dominant race 
in the whole world. At the same rate 
of increase, the .lews will at the expira- 
tion of the next six generations number 
nearly one hundred and twenty millions. 
No other race is keeping pace with prog- 
ress such as this. Indeed, it is unfortun- 
ately too true that some of the most ad- 
vanced races of peoples are scarcely in- 
creasing at all. This is true of" the 
French, and to a very large extent holds 
good of the New Englander and tli* in- 
habitants of Ontario. 



ARE THE JEWS JEWS ? 

Alost persons would answer the above 
question with a very positive affirmative, 
but Professor Ripley, of the Lowell In- 
stitute, says they tire not; that is, they 
are not a distinct face, and Joseph Ja- 
cobs, president of the Jewish Historic 
Society, thinks his arguments worthy of 
very serious consideration. Mr. Jacobs 
thinks that Professor Ripley fails to 
make out a case, but it will be a matter 
of surprise to most people that any one 
should think any kind of a case on such 
a subject was 'possible. Professor Rip- 
ley bases his argument upon anthropo- 
logical grounds, claiming that the great 
variety in the form of Jewish skulls 
shows that the race is not a pure one. 
The typical Jewish head is long, but a 
very Inrge proportion of modern Jews 
have round heads, so much so, indeed, 
that Mr. Jacob claims that the prevalence 
of this type may be taken as a proof of 
r.nciril unity, for he declines to admit 
Ripley's hypothesis that the Jews were 
originally long-headed. Professor Rip- 
ley thinks we find in the modern Arab 
the type of the •original Jew, but Dr. 



There will be some speculation as to 
what caused the tidal wave on the coast 
of Chile.

If it does, 
and the disruption is sudden, the whole 
southern coast of South America, Afri- 
ca and Australia would be subjected to 
a tidal wave of unprecedented propor- 
tions. It goes without saying that a 
miscellaneous collection of chunks of ice 
as big as Vancouver Island thrown 
violently into the sea at the same time 
would create somewhat of a commotion 
in the water. If such an event ever 
does occur, it will come without notice, 
for it is not very likely that we will 
have telegraphic communication with 
the South Pole, and if we did, the con- 
nection would hardly be proof against 
such a convulsion.

United States government, which pre- 
vented perishable goods from Canada 
from being bonded through Alaska, on 
the way to the Yukon, had been re- 
scinded' and that word had been sent to 
tJie collector at Skagway from the treas- 
ury department, ordering him to pass Ca- 
nadian perishable goods the same ms oth- 
er Canadian goods, which means that 
they will go through without interrup- 
tion The Victoria merchants and the 
White Pass Railway officials have been 
working on this for some time, and 
pointed out the injustice or the regula- 
tion to the Ottawa government, but as 
nothing was seemingly done the Hoard 
of Trade appointed a committee to inves- 
tigate the matter and do their best to 
have it remedied. Their efforts have 
borne fruit. Had the Dominion govern- 
ment induced the United States govern- 
ment to rescind the regulation earlier in 
the season, the Victoria merchants would 
have saved many dollars that they paid 
the United States government on Cana- 
dian fruit and vegetables bound for Can- 
ada, but which hail io pass through 
Alaska. 

Case Dismissed.— The case brought 
against Kissinger & Co.. of unlawfully 
having in their possession deerskins in- 
tended for export in a raw state, in de- 
fiance of section 4 of the Britisn Colum- 
bia Game act was dismissed by 
Stipcndlnry Magistrate Hall in the po- 
lice court' yesterday. The consignment 
in question hud been seized by the pro- 
vincial police about two months ago, 
while awaiting shipment to San Fran- 
cisco. It was contended that they were

cipline in his or ho;-' class room. In this 
respect principals and assistants stand 
on common ground. 

Radical changes in the .method of or- 
ganizing have been made. In the first 
place, to secure an equitable distribu- 
tion of burdens, it ;has been prescribed 
that no class room hhall contain more 
than fifty-five nor less than forty-five 
pupils; thus providing against undue 
crowding in some class rooms while 
others have less than a fair average of 
pupils. In this way the .underlying mo- 
tive of the grading ,is: made, essentially 
a question of accommodation. When- 
ever one class room lacks its full com- 
plement or has more than its comple- 
ment a sufficient number are to be trans- 
ferred to <?qualize as far as possible the 
labors of the teachers;, and the pupils to 
be transferred are to be selected, not 
on account of having reached a certain 
: arbitrary standard— 'not orr account of 
' having completed in a given time a 
. given amount of work, . and. attained a 
, given number of marks thereon; but 
. solely on their fitnoHB to work together 
in a class. In other words, . a sufficient 
i number of the best juupils will be "pro- 
i moted," regardless of the uinount of 
work gone over, and regardless of the 
time of year when .the transference 
shall have become afmessary. 

It is declared that the Course of 
{.Study "shafl be used by the . teachers" 
-only "as a guide to tlir- mattenartd jneth- 
vods of instnncton." The sections or 
■^grades into which it may .be dtviilod shall 
.be regarded -simply as groups, of topics 
and exercises that may appropriately 
constitute the work of successive class- 
«•«:->; and not as assignment* or tasks to 
he accomplished in a term or year. Thus 
the cast iron j system of gradujg arith- 
metic in vogue has been abolished and 
a more flexible- method prescribed which 
will readily adapt itself to the .varying 
conditions of javery school and i under 
Which the senseIess"lock-step" march- 
ing of children along from year , to year 
throughout the -course, regardless of con- 
ditions and regardless of their individu- 
al interests, will... tie impossible. Thence 
•further the sehooi is to be regarded as 
for the pupil and not the pupil for the 
nW.'hopi. 

Besides, the records of the pupile-rrom 
month to mouth 1 are to be denoted by 
terms, superior, good, fair and poor, in- 
stead of the meaningless and endless 
■jows, ffi percentages, iwhich are the 'bane 
.of -good teaching. Under the new order 
'of things there should be teaching all 
•the time and cramming never; because 
there Will lie no useless grading exam- 
inations to cram for. 

Another very important Bet of regula- 
tions provides for the gr iding of teach- 
crs' salfir.es by merit. r 1'hose who rank 
superior! for a year will receive an in- 
crease of $50 for ithe- next year, and 
those runted good, an increase of $30; 
Ihone who -do not rank higher than fair 
get; no increase, and those ranked paor 
are ito be .either learned <.r dismissed. 
Tinder these provision:; the -i eachers are 
to be .ftneouraged and fittingly recogniz- 
ed, wfoUe those of mediocre ability and 
success must be content with smaller 
pecuniary reward. 

An important regulation and one of in- 
terest So patents reads thus: "Com- 
plaints of parents or guurdiaiu. against 
the instruction or discipline received by 
their children (must be presented i« the 
first instance (to the teaiiher in charge, 
the principal Of the school or the city 
superintendent, .-and any Appeal 'by the 
.complainants to the tboand jnllit: .be

The steamer Tees reached port last ev- 
ening, with seventy-eight passengers, 
from. Dawson, Atlin and other points on 
the Yukon. Some of the Dawsonites 
left. Dawson as late of August 2, and 
were feu days, almost to the hour, in 
making the trip from the metropolis of 
the- Klondike to the metropolis of Britisli 
Columbia. They left Dawson on the 
Canadian Development Company's 
steamer Canadian, which made a record 
trip to White Horse; caught the same 
company's steamer Australian on this 
side of the Rapids, and made close con- 
nection with the White Pass train and 
the steamer Tees. There were uo mil- 
lionaires amoi.g them, but most had 
small amounts aggregating about $75,- 
000. 

The most important piece of news on 
the steamer was brought by Dr. Monro 
and William Haley and D. Kitzour, who 
are direct from Atlin. They tell of a fab- 
ulously rich find of free-milling ore by 
C. A. Anderson, of Northfield, who 
spent some years prospecting on Texndu 
Island, and J. Pearson, of Yakima, 
Wash. The find was made in the Big 
Horn country, and assays of the rock 
show it to run from $2,000 to $12,000 in 
gold to the ton. After making their find, 
Messrs. Anderson and Pearson showed 
the samples to Chief Engineer Lewis of 
the White Pass & Yukon Railway, who 
immediately organized a party, including 
the two prospectors, and sent them back 
to stake off claims. Samples of the ore 
were sent to Atlin for assay, Mr. Lin- 
der, the assayer for the B. N. A., doing 
the work, and certifying as follows:

In the Dossier 



Jts Publication Would Utterly 
Shame the Official World 
of France. 



Already Sufficient Exposure to 
Make Furious the Ar- 
rogant Officers. 



By Associated Press. 

Keanes, Auk. 12.— Mrs. Emily Craw- 
Cord, reviewing the Dreyfus trial, says: 
All the notable Dreyfusites here arc 
natistied with the result of the examina- 
tion, of the secret dossier. Tliey have 
urged their newspaper friends in Paris 
to clamor for full publicity, knowing 
that if it is granted the military and na- 
tionalist parties will be utterly disgraced. 
They are convinced that the diplomatic 
and war office dossiers teem with for- 
geries. Of course their impressions are 
derived from the five counsels present at 
the examinations of the precious papers. 
Publiety would mean the pillory for 
Gtsaeral do Boisdeffre and company. 
They would be pelted with their own 
foul eggs, while Captain Dreyfus would 
be cleared in the face of the whole world. 

The military caste here are furious at 
the turn things are taking. The corres- 
pondent of a Russian paper told me to- 
day that in a cafe frequented by officers 
he unfolded the Dreyfusite Aurore to 
read. All the military scowled at him 
in a marked manner, and after coughing 
and otherwise showing their disapproval, 
went in a body to the other end of the 
cafe, as if the Russian were a leper. All 
the officers at the military club came out 
on the club balcony when a bundle of 
Dreyfusite journals was being burned in 
the streets, and they approved the per- 
formance by unmistakable gestures. One 
now sees the wisdom of the order for- 
bidding officers not attached to the gar- 
xison to stay here during the trial- 

I hear that in unclean imaginings tin? 
secret military' dossier exceeds the worst 
topshelf literature. To secure secrecy 
the scribes who worked for Henry' and 
his friends did not hesitate to forge hit- 
ters from high diplomatic personages. 
Nearly a score of love letters from a lady 
high in the diplomatic sphere were sup- 
posed to have been seized in theadespatch 
box of an embassy during transmission 
to Berlin. The person whom she is re- 
presented as having as a correspondent 
was an attache of an embassy there and 
much younger than the lady who is made 
to appear impassioned — quite an Eloise. 
Of course she mentions the Dreyfus af- 
fair and asks the attache to help to 
whitewash the unfortunate Captain. 

The inspection of the diplomatic dos- 
sier was concluded tins morning. Drey- 
fus, on leaving the Lycee, loked brighter 
than he had ever previously appeared. 
To-morrow's proceedings will be memor- 
able in the history of the affair. 

MaitrC Demango has lost no opportun- 
ity to conciliate the seven judges. -He 
has let himself be interviewed in order 
to say nice things about them. That 
astute advocate understands human na- 
ture. He remembers that the seven 
judges are ignorant of law, always ready- 
to sacrifice equity to authority, quick to 
scout the rules of evidence, and are 
members of a caste who think they have 
lwen attacked by Jews, cosmopolitans 
and foreigners. Some of them boast of | 
not having read the report of the inquiry 
lioforo the court of cassation because 
they thought it published at the cost of 
a syndicate and intended to cast odium 
on the army. 

Maitre Labor! is naturally sanguine, 
and has always hoped, but I can gather 
that both counsel still see that the judges 
are deeply and strongly prejudiced 
against the prisoner, ami will try to con- 
demn him on his looks if all legal evi- 
dence breaks down. 

All the officers now read the Petit Jour- 
nal, which they had never looked at be- 
fore the Dreyfus affair. The venom 
ami vitrol of tite Intrnnsigoant are grate- 
ful to them because employed against 
their enemies, real or supposed. They 
devour the Onuloia, Echo de Paris ami 
Kclair because these papers respond t" 
their own sentiments. Maitre Demange 
therefore has but a single fulcrum— the 
pleasure every human being takes in 
hearing themselves praised. 

I have just learned that the secret dos- 
sier contains shocking reports of the 
spies on a German prince, who has till- 
ed high situations under the empire dur- 
ing the last 20 years, and one of them 
in I'aris. a place he often visits. There 
is one prince answering to this descrip- 
tion, Chancellor Hohenlohe. The police 
spies who informed the intelligence de- 
partment nt the war office of the prince's 
secret doings did not attempt to estab- 
lish a connection between them nnd 
the Dreyfusites, but one must suppose 
that the' sole object lias been -to prevent 
the dossier ever being published. 

As matters stand. I think Maitre De- 
mange now feels that the two dossiers 
furnish him with n, case too strong for 
even the officers to resist. Any way. lie 
looks hopeful.
